BERLIN INCIDENT 


Berlin, Sept. 7.—Russian-backed German police 


broke into an American office in the Berlin city hall 
on Monday night and carried off 19 Germans of the 
rival Western police force, handcuffed and in chains. 
Then.a Russian officer ordered-all Allied \uniformed 
personnel to leave the building. ; 

The 19 Western police had sought refuge there 


earlier in the day from 


Communist gangs, who 


smashed into the building with battering rams and 
forced the elected city government to withdraw to 


Western Berlin.

URGENT CONFERENCE 

Maj. John £. Davisson, the 
American Maison officer, telephoned 
Col. Howley, the. U.S, com- 
mandant, for instructions. Col. 
Howley summoned his staff into on 
urgent conforence to consider the 
Soviet move. 

The Russian officer, a broad shoul- 
dered young major, had the support 
of n squad of Red ormy  soldicrs 
urmed with tommyguns when bo

cers to leave.

“You' can stay hero all night, if 

you want to, but we are going to 
eat.” : 
The Russian order was issucd 
ufter Maison offloers of the Western 
Powers refused to hand over to the 
Russians’ a group of Western sector 
German polico. who had gone Into 
the building in the Sovict scctor of 
Berlin to guard the meeting of the 
anti-Communist city council. 


COUNCIL INTIMIDATED 


Despite the attempt of the Wes- 
tern police to protect the elected 
city government, the Communist 
mob forced the council to call off 
its mecting and. seek protection in 
the Western sector of the city. 

The rioting and subsequent de- 
*velopments cast grave doubts on 
chances for an East-West agree 
ment over Sovict blockaded Berlin, 
which brought the Allied milltary 
governors together on Monday for 
the sixth time. 

The Western sector police had 
sought refuge in the rooms of the 
Hatson oMfcers. Shortly after the 
order to the Allied personnel was 
Issued, tho Sovict-backed German 
police broke into ono .of the rooms 
and began dragging out the 


.| Western police in handcuffs. Some 


were in chains, All were taken to 
‘n- police station across the street. 
- In refusing the Russian demand 
to hand over .tho Western Berlin 
police, Davisson told the Russians 
they would have to- “break down 
the doors” In order, to get them, 
The Soviet controlled police broke 
into the American oMfces and rif 
American files.. Davisson said, “I 
most strongly protest this breaking 
into American offices by German 


police.”

He expressed hope that “soon we 
will again be able to. meet in the 
city hall and that the Soviet 
Kommandantura will recognize the 
unwwritten law of the immunity of 
a parliament.” ;
